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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues, in regards to claims 1, 9, 19, 21- 
23 and 25, specifically that the prior art of record , Nielsen does not disclose or even suggest (1 ) "loading a business schema from a central 
repository via a schema module, the business schema being a predefined sequence of business transactions combined with documents 
that are assiqned to the business transactions" (page 4, first paragraph); in regard to claim 12 (2) Applicant requests that the Examiner 
provide documentary evidence to support each assertion of Official Notice (page 6, last paragraph). 

With regard to argument (1). Examiner respectfully disagrees. Please see the following passage of Nielsen, which teaches that (pages 44- 
45), Figure 34 illustrates a Collaborative commerce application topology, where Real Time Collaboration Server and Commerce Server load 
business schemas through the WebSphere Commerce Suite application from a database (e.g., a central repository) and page 225, 
Appendix B, Nodes in the application topology, B.1 .6 Database server node, which teaches that "[t]he database server node's function is to 
provide a persistent data storage and retrieval service in support of the user-to-business transactional interaction" in order to create, selects 
and process documents using the WebSphere Commerce Suite Application as illustrated in figure 7 (pages 17-18) a business schema, the 
TECKCRAFT transactional B2B (e.g., an example of a company called TECKRAFT that sells (business transaction) power tools via its B2B 
Web site) This Web sites allows "registered users or buyers" "to purchase goods" (e.g., business transaction) on the TECKRAFT site" . 
Further, a buyer can browse the catalog, create requisition lists, issue an order (or reorder) (e.g., a predefined sequence of business 
transactions combined with documents) see status for current orders and participate in auctions (e.g., a business transaction). In order to 
issue an order (or reorder), the user or buyer creates a requisition list based on the products from the catalog. And (page 26) Figure 1 1 
which illustrates requisition lists (e.g., a document) of a buyer in order to perform a business transaction (e.g., issue an order or reorder)). 

With regard to argument (2). Applicant has attempted to challenge the Examiner's taking of Official Notice in the Office Action mailed 24 
July 2008. There are minimum requirements for a challenge to Official Notice: 

a. In general, a challenge, to be proper, must contain adequate information or arguments so that on its face it creates a reasonable 
doubt regarding the circumstances justifying the Official Notice 

b. Applicants must seasonably traverse (challenge) the taking of Official Notice as soon as practicable, meaning the next response 
following an Office Action. If an applicant fails to seasonably traverse the Official Notice during examination, his right to challenge the 
Official Notice is waived. 

Applicant has not provided adequate information or arguments so that on its face it creates a reasonable doubt regarding the 
circumstances justifying the Official Notice. Therefore, the presentation of a reference to substantiate the Official Notice is not deemed 
necessary. The Examiner's taking of Official Notice has been maintained. Further, Examiner notes the following discussion of Official 
Notice taken from the MPEP: To adequately traverse such a finding, an applicant must specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
examiner's action, which would include stating why the noticed fact is not considered to be common knowledge or well-known in the art. 
See 37 CFR 1.111(b). See also Chevenard, 139 F.2d at 713, 60 USPQ at 241 ("[l]n the absence of any demand by appellant for the 
examiner to produce authority for his statement, we will not consider this contention."). A general allegation that the claims define a 
patentable invention without any reference to the examiner's assertion of official notice would be inadequate. If applicant adequately 
traverses the examiner's assertion of official notice, the examiner must provide documentary evidence in the next Office action if the 
rejection is to be maintained. See 37 CFR 1.104(c)(2). See also Zurko, 258 F.3d at 1386, 59 USPQ2d at 1697 ("[T]he Board [or examiner] 
must point to some concrete evidence in the record in support of these findings" to satisfy the substantial evidence test). If the examiner is 
relying on personal knowledge to support the finding of what is known in the art, the examiner must provide an affidavit or declaration 
setting forth specific factual statements and explanation to support the finding. See 37 CFR 1.104(d)(2). If applicant does not traverse the 
examiner's assertion of official notice or applicant's traverse is not adequate, the examiner should clearly indicate in the next Office action 
that the common knowledge or well-known in the art statement is taken to be admitted prior art because applicant either failed to traverse 
the examiner's assertion of official notice or that the traverse was inadequate. If the traverse was inadequate, the examiner should include 
an explanation as to why it was inadequate. (MPEP § 2144.03(C)) 
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
